The entire Old Rochester Regional community 
was there lining the road that February day when 
USMC PFC Becket Kiernan travelled one last time by the 
school on his way to his final resting place at the Bourne 
National Cemetery.

completing basic training, died tragically on February 
5, 2018, after succumbing to necrotizing fasciitis while 
temporarily stationed in California. 

A community mourned for a young man from 
Rochester they knew first simply as Becket Kiernan, an 
ORR graduate of the class of 2017. 

Now months later, dozens who gathered at a 
stairway in the history wing at ORR on September 18 did 
so to remember the kindhearted, likeable young man as 
one of Becket's close friends.

together a concept for the mural, encompassing various 
symbols that meant something to her and something that 
Becket would be proud of. 

Within the 5 by 9-foot mural, one can see the 
front of an old brick building that resembles an Irish pub 
- Flanders Field, the sign reads, and an Irish flag hangs 
above the doorway. 

"Becket always wanted to see Ireland," said Jones. 
"He was very proud that he was Irish. One of his bucket 
list things was to go to Ireland." 

The name of the establishment is a reference to the 
1915 John McCrae poem In Flanders Field, and McCrae's 
poppies referenced in the poem cascade down from a 
window box above the doorway in Jones' painting. Along 
the stone walkway below is a quote of something Becket 
once said, advice to his fellow graduates he gave in an 
article Jones wrote for the school: 

"Do something that, when you look back on life, you 
will feel fulfilled. Don't chase money, do something that makes 
you happy, and don't stop working until you get there." 

"That was what I wanted him to be remembered 
for," Jones said. "Becket never said much, but when he 
spoke, it was always something kind or thoughtful." 

Jones said she wished none of them had to be 
present on that staircase that day, and that she never had 
to paint Becket a mural in his memory. But this mural and 
the message of wisdom that he left with the world will 
serve as a reminder to those who pass by it, not just of the 
love and friendship many had for Becket, but also of the 
essence of who he was and what he stood for. 

"I don't want people to walk by it and feel sad 
and think that the mural just represents someone who 
died," said Jones. "He was so, so happy, and that's what I 
want him to be remembered by." 

Becket's mother Linda Kiernan and sister Mallory 
Kiernan both attended the unveiling, with Mrs. Kiernan 
helping Jones to remove the curtain revealing the mural 
for the first time. Jones and Mrs. Kiernan embraced 
and stood together in front of the mural as she thanked 
Jones for the beautiful gift to Becket and to the school 
community.

Turning to Small, Magee said, "You're gonna be a 
great chief and I could not be more proud, and I could not 
be more confident to step away and leave the department 
to you, so I wish you the best."

full of raw white gleaming wooden planks and timbers. 
Can you hear the cacophony from men and tools being 
plied in the making of wooden ships? Imagine standing 
on Water Street looking out towards the harbor and there 
before you, towering some thirty feet up are the massive 
ribs of a vessel that would one day sail around Cape Horn 
heading to the Pacific Ocean hunting whales. 

The air would be thickly scented by freshly-cut 
logs being shaped into various jigsaw-like parts for the 
boats, as specialized craftsmen pounded long brass spikes 
into locally sourced pine planks, while others carefully 
chinked oakum and cotton caulking into the seams. The

On September 16 Seth Mendell described all 
of this and so much more as he gave a talk on the last 
whaling ship to be built and launched from a Mattapoisett 
boatyard - the bark Wanderer. 

Mendell said the ship's construction began in 
1877 and it was eased into Mattapoisett Harbor a year 
later with tugs maneuvering it towards Gifford and 
Cummings, the owners, in New Bedford where the sails 
would be installed. 

Live oak trunks were shipped north from 
southern states to Mattapoisett where they would be 
turned into keels. Mendell talked about the need for these 
long perfect trees whose branches were shed giving the

trees' cell structure a seamless quality. 

Where the gazebo sits today, the keel of the 
Wanderer rested some 120 feet long. Mendell explained 
that, as whales in the Atlantic were fished out, sailors, nay 
hunters, had to travel farther away, requiring ships that 
could withstand the rigors of open ocean navigation. 

The ribs of the vessel were built on the ground 
and then hoisted into place using teams of oxen pulling 
block and tackles until high above the workmen rose the 
skeleton of the vessel. Mendell said that the bow piece 
had to be solidly constructed to take the waves head on or 
handle the ice in the colder waters of the Artie. 

As if seeing the magnificent bark as it was being 
constructed before his eyes, Mendell said you could tell 
when you were near a shipyard by the ringing of the 
caulking irons. Calling whaleboats "factory ships," he 
said the three-masted ships, called barks, carried about 30 
men and were between 130 and 150 feet in length. 

"The Wanderer had a figurehead," Mendell 
said, "... a six-foot tall gilded eagle carved by Henry 
Purrington." He said that figurehead is now on display at 
the New Bedford Whaling Museum. 

Mendell said, "It was April 16,1878, a flood tide 
in the harbor as the Wanderer slid into the ocean." He 
asked the audience to join him in imagining a cheering 
crowd that would have gathered there, one that most 
likely arrived in Mattapoisett via train, as the Wanderer 
began its journey, its destiny.

The captain of that first voyage was Captain 
Heyer whose pregnant wife traveled with him. This bit 
of sailing history reminds us that women didn't always 
stay home walking the widow's walk waiting for their 
loved one's return. Mrs. Heyer, however, had to be taken 
off the ship and transported to the island of St. Helena 
due to medical complications. Captain Leighton replaced 
Captain Heyer as he stayed on shore with his ailing bride. 
Captain and Mrs. Heyer paid the ultimate price. She 
passed away in childbirth. The captain returned to port 
with his infant daughter in arms. 

After decades of service to its various owners and 
captains, the Wanderer was grounded off Cuttyhunk in 
August 1924. 

Holding a place of pride in the Mattapoisett 
Museum is one of the masts from the Wanderer. 

Hanging high overhead in the Carriage House, the mast 
reminds us that Mattapoisett was once a critical center 
for shipbuilding, a place known around the world for 
craftsmanship. 

Following Mendell's talk, there was a ribbon 
cutting ceremony to open the newly created Mendell 
Gallery in the museum's cozy room near the Carriage 
House. Jennifer Mclntire, the chairman of the board of 
directors, announced that the museum would now be 
known as the Mattapoisett Museum, which the directors 
believe will be a more welcoming and concise name for 
the structure, the collections, and the services provided

They Have Those Moments to Remember 

By Marilou Newell 

Six decades ago a group of students from 
Mattapoisett were taking the journey of a lifetime. No 
longer would they be in that insular world created by 
the teachers and the school they loved so well. They 
were graduating from Center School. Now they would 
be thrust into life as high school students transported far 
away to Fairhaven. 

On June 18,1958, the graduating class of Center 
School gathered to pass through an invisible archway 
into their future. They were hopeful, trusting, excited, 
and a little bit scared. They would be leaving behind their 
beloved teachers who had supplied not only education 
but were also role models and leaders the students had 
come to depend on and to love. 

Until 1962 when Old Rochester Regional School 
District was created, students matriculating out of ninth 
grade into high school were bussed to Fairhaven Fligh 
School. Thanks to the philanthropy of Henry Huttleston 
Rogers, Mattapoisett's students for decades had been 
granted admittance to Fairhaven High School, the school 
Rogers had funded. Thus, the class of 1958 prepared to 
gird their minds as they too made that giant leap towards 
adulthood. 

Theirs had been like classes before them - a 
tightknit group bound together from first grade through 
ninth grade in a red brick school that was the cornerstone 
of their universe. Now everything would change. 

In 1958, milk cost 80 cents per gallon; eggs 28 
cents a dozen, and a stamp would set you back 4 cents. 
The United States was going through a post-war recession 
with rather high unemployment, but if you were working, 
your average annual salary was $4,600; your home cost 
about $12,000; and, you paid 25 cents a gallon to run your 
American-made automobile. 

In living rooms around the nation people were

afternoon teens tuned into American Bandstand. On the 
radio teenagers were rebelling against the still popular 
Frank Sinatra by tuning stations spinning hits by Elvis 
and Ricky Nelson. Kids still played outside until the 
streetlights came on, maybe playing with a Hula Hoop 
that debuted that year. 

Yet, while everything seemed calm on the surface, 
major changes - not only in little Mattapoisett but also 
around the globe - were coming. Toyota began importing 
cars into the U.S. as the Packard ended production. 

The microchip was invented as was the first computer 
modems and remote controllers. Soon the kids in the 
house would no longer be the ones who had to get up and 
walk over to the T. V. to change the channel - Dad would 
have command of the remote. President Eisenhower 
announced the development of N.A.S.A. and in the same 
year the U.S. launched its first satellite. Undersea military 
surveillance was underway as deep beneath the polar ice 
cap the nuclear submarine Nautilus reached the North 
Pole. 

For now, however, the class of 1958 was poised to 
join that larger population of students all moving forward 
into their tomorrows. Where would they go in life, what 
journeys would they have, what adventures would await 
them?

One last-minute zoning bylaw article made it 
onto the Fall Special Town Meeting warrant in the nick of

time, just as the Marion Board of Selectmen was about to 
close the warrant on September 18. 

Resident Sherman Briggs, in his efforts to 
construct a new housing development on his Spring 
Street property, hit a snag the prior evening during the 
Planning Board meeting when he was told he would need 
to seek setback relief from the Zoning Board of Appeals 
if he wanted to proceed with his plan for 27 units placed 
within 10-15 feet of the property setbacks. Instead, Briggs 
decided to submit a bylaw amendment article to reduce 
the side and rear setbacks for District Residence E from 20 
to 10 feet. 

As the selectmen pondered the article. Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson was unsure the last minute

add could be done. 

"I don't know: I've never seen that," Dawson 

said. 

Selectman Jon Waterman commented that the 
only way the article could make it onto the warrant is 
if the board allows it. This article, in Waterman's own 
words, would avoid a similar situation experienced by 
another business owner in Marion, Dan Crete, whose road 
on which he travelled with the Planning Board was long 
and winding. 

"I think we owe it to Mr. Briggs to find an 
expeditious way of moving this ahead," said Waterman; 
otherwise, it couldn't be addressed until the Annual Town 
Meeting next spring. 

Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills said he might 
have an alternative solution to Briggs' problem; however, 
he hadn't had much time to consider it or talk it through. 

"You certainly can add it to the warrant," Dawson 
said. He just isn't confident in the logistics. Of course the 
Planning Board would have to advertise for two weeks 
before holding a public hearing, Dawson said, "And, 
frankly, I don't know if there's enough time to complete 
[it]." 

But it could be possible, Dawson stated. 

"It'll be tight, but I think it can be done," said 

Hills. 

And, if for some reason the Planning Board is 
unable to meet the deadline, Dawson added, "It would 
just have to be passed over at Town Meeting." 

Selectman Randy Parker agreed to add Briggs' 
article to the warrant, saying to Hills that, should he come 
up with a viable alternative, the article could simply be 
passed over. 

The October 22 Fall Special Town Meeting 
warrant features 12 other original articles as follows: 
Article 1 is to appropriate $500,000 for a "borrowing 
authorization" for water pollution facility projects - 
repair, replace, upgrade failed septic systems (The town 
would lend the money to qualifying residents, which 
would be paid back to the Town). 

Article 2 is for $65,000 for the Water Department 
to buy a new 4-by-4 pickup truck with plow (This article 
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Plumbing & Heating

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was passed over at the Annual Town Meeting due to a 
misprint in the sum). 

Article 3 appropriates $55,000 to purchase the 
electric vehicles currently leased by the Town. 

Article 4 allows the Department of Public Works 
to buy a new $160,000 10-wheel dump truck with plow 
and sander. 

Article 5 is for $50,000 for the DPW to buy a used 
six-wheel dump truck with plow and sander. 

Article 6 would adopt the Marion "Stretch 
Energy Code" regulating the design and construction of 
buildings for energy efficiency. This bylaw adoption is a 
requirement for the Town's "Green Community" status. 

Article 7 would insert new Adult Use Marijuana 
Establishment regulations into the general bylaw. 

Article 8 inserts Adult Use Marijuana 
Establishments into the zoning bylaw table of uses. 

Article 9 would amend the Code of the Town of 
Marion to insert a section for the Adult Use of Marijuana. 

Article 10 amends the dog kennel bylaw by 
changing the definition of "hobby" kennel to five to 10 
dogs that are housed, groomed, bred, boarded, trained 
or sold, and also change the definition of a "household" 
kennel to a collection of up to four dogs that are 
maintained as household pets, not for breeding purposes, 
as well as several other amendments. 

Article 11 would add "commercial kennel" and 
"hobby kennel" to the Code of the Town of Marion table 
of uses. 

Article 12 adds "commercial and hobby kennel" 
to the uses authorized by a special permit in the Code of 
the Town of Marion. 

In other matters, the board denied Catherine 
Brodeur's request for an aquaculture license for a site at 
Mitton's Flats. 

Brodeur requested a half an acre to cultivate 
oysters just north of the recently approved site for Shea 
Doonan's Mitton's Flats aquaculture farm, a location 
that Harbormaster Isaac Perry said is a suitable site for 
an aquaculture farm. Having said that, though. Perry 
could not recommend granting the license because, in 
his opinion, the project would be a detriment to those

"Since we have just permitted [Doonan's site] 70 
feet south, if [Brodeur's project] moves forward, it would 
eliminate the majority of the area that is available for 
recreational shellfishing," said Perry.

viable spot for an aquaculture farm left in Marion waters. 

The board asked Perry what he would do if the 
decision were his, and he replied, "If it were up to me - 
it's just too much in the favor of the applicant. It would 
effectively squeeze out what little recreational shellfishing 
we have in the area." 

Brodeur argued that there was very little shellfish 
in that area available for recreational shellfishing, saying 
that the last time she went out there to dig for shellfish 
she came up with "just a large handful of quahogs." 

The selectmen considered allowing a public 
hearing nonetheless just to hear from neighbors and 
residents, but ultimately decided against it. 

"I don't want to drag someone through a public 
hearing if the harbormaster isn't in favor of it," said 
Parker. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved 
David Davignon's request for one of two subdivided lots 
off Beach Street to connect to municipal sewer. 

The board also approved acting Department of 
Public Works Superintendent Jon Henry and Fire Chief 
Brian Jackvony's proposal to add one additional fire 
hydrant to the aforementioned Beach Street subdivision's 
plan.

Town Considers Curbside Textile Recycling 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen likes the 
sound of a possible savings in trash and recycling costs 
by adding a curbside service that will collect old, used 
textiles right alongside residents' recycling bins. 

Stephen Lisauskas of WasteZero, a waste 
reduction company, told the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
on September 17 that clothing, shoes, and other cloth 
items like old drapes, bedspreads, and towels make up 
about 10 percent of the solid waste stream in southeastern 
Massachusetts, as opposed to 6 percent statewide. It 
is also one of the top 5 contaminants in single-stream

"And if they don't want to do it, they don't have 
to, but it's an option for folks," said Lisauskas. 

"It sounds too simple," said Selectmen Chairman 
Greenwood "Woody" Hartley 

"How do we sign up?" Selectman Brad Morse 
quickly added. 

Lisauskas said once the board approved the 
service, a contract could be signed and the service would 
likely begin within six to eight weeks. 

"As simple as that," said Hartley. 

The selectmen asked the town administrator to 
contact neighboring Middleboro, the first town in the 
southeastern part of the state to employ the service, for 
feedback before agreeing to sign on, and town counsel 


would then review the contract. 

In other business, the board appointed Police 
Officer Nathan Valente to the rank of sergeant. 

Valente has been an officer with Rochester since 
February 2014, and took the sergeant exam this past 
February, scoring well, said Police Chief Robert Small. 
Valente has also completed field training officer school, 
is now certified as a field training officer, and has already 
trained several new officers this year. 

"It's always great to have the opportunity to 
promote and to promote from within," said Hartley. 

The selectmen also voted to pass on exercising 
its right of first refusal for property located at 0 Mary's 
Pond Road, the site of the old Boy Scouts camp. The 
Conservation Commission on September 4 voted to 
recommend that the board exercise its right of first refusal 
and consider purchasing the land, while the Planning 
Board recommended the board not exercise its right of 
first refusal. 

"Right now we just don't have the funds," 

Hartley said.

Town Drafts Medical Cannabis Bylaw 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

With the weeks seeming to fly by, the Mattapoisett 
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Planning Board reviewed a bylaw draft that would 
regulate medical cannabis sales in the town. Such a 
bylaw would have to be accepted at the Fall Special Town 
Meeting scheduled for November 26. Further, any bylaw 
passed at Town Meeting must then be sent to the Attorney 
General's office before the December 31 deadline for such 
proposed new bylaws. 

On September 17, Planning Board member Janice 
Robbins reported to the board what the subcommittee - 
specifically selected to write such language - had drafted. 

Robbins said fellow committee members - Police 
Chief Mary Lyons, Fire Chief Andrew Murray, Robert 
Field, Sandra Dawson, Don Bamberger, members of 
the public health department, and Planning Board 
Administrator Mary Crain - used language composed 
by the town's legal counsel, KP Law, which has also been 
suggested to other cities and towns preparing similar 
documents. 

Robbins said the subcommittee members were 
in agreement that the only location in Mattapoisett that 
would be appropriate for a medical marijuana dispensary 
is the industrial business park located off North Street. 

She said the one "glitch" in selecting this location was the 
state requirement that such facilities be placed at least 500 
feet from any location where children might be present, 
including private residences, parks, schools, churches, etc. 

Robbins said that with Phase II of the bike phase 
scheduled for construction through the industrial park 


area, the subcommittee members weren't sure if this 
business location would be deemed appropriate. She also 
said the group considered future residential construction 
in the Bay Club and other buildable sites along the future 
recreational path, and whether those have to be put into 
the equation. 

In the end, Robbins said the subcommittee 
members agreed that the bike path should not 
be a hindrance if a medical cannabis facility was 
ever proposed in the industrial park and that any 
undeveloped residential sites also would not be taken into 
consideration. 

The Planning Board members discussed various 
aspects of a site plan they might be asked to consider in 
the future, noting their involvement would be just for the 
site plan itself and not any special permits or Board of 
Health permits. 

Robbins said one thing she thought might be 
necessary is a surety from any future medical cannabis 
facility owner. She said that in the event the business 
became defunct, the Town shouldn't bear the burden 
of cleaning up the site. The Planning Board members 
agreed they could add that as a condition along with local 
inspections. 

The board members moved to send the draft 
bylaw along to the Board of Selectmen. 

In other business, site plan review of Chase 
Canopy's application to build an 8,000 square-foot 
commercial building off Fairhaven Road was continued. 
Representing the applicant, engineer Robert Field asked 
if the board would send a letter to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals indicating that the plan, as submitted, would 
essentially be accepted once the project has been cleared 
with the Massachusetts Wildlife Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program, and that a peer review 
consultant would review the project. 

Also continued were subdivision project hearings 
for Dennis Arsenault for property located at the end of 
Snow Fields Road, and from Scott Snow for property 
located at 8-8R Prospect Road. 

A hearing for a Form A Approval Not Required 
filed by Benjamin Hansbury and Deborah Forter for 
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property located at 237 and 239 North Street was 
approved. 

Also coming before the Planning Board on this 
evening was Tree Warden Roland Cote who sought and 
received permission to remove one maple tree located 
at the corner of Pearl and Church Street, another maple 
tree located at the corner of North and Church Street, and 
some 21 mixed varieties along a stretch of Acushnet Road 
that will allow for the renovation and installation of a new 
culvert and bridge. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for October 4 in the Town Hall 
conference room at 7:00 pm. 


Age-Restricted Project Continued Again 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The first order of business undertaken by the 
Rochester Conservation Commission during its September 
18 meeting was to continue the Notice of Intent filing 
for a proposed age-restricted subdivision planned for 
the property adjacent to Plumb Corner. The hearing was 
continued to October 2, but not before Chairman Michael 
Conway expressed his frustration. 

"Can we get that person in here so I can look him 
face to face and ask why so many continuances?" Conway 
asked of Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon. 

Farinon defended the applicant saying, "As 
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we know, there have been issues with drainage." 

She explained that drainage from the Plumb Corner 
commercial strip mall had to be addressed before the 
project could move along. She also explained, "As you 
know, there is an outstanding order of conditions on 
the property for the removal of old soils." Farinon said 
these two issues were impediments for the developer, 
REpurpose Properties. She said she would bring the 
commission up to speed later in the evening. 

As promised, Farinon presented an invoice to the 
commission for site and document reviews completed 
by their peer review consultants Nover Armstrong of 
Carver in the amount of $4,000 for the planned 22-duplex 
residential project. She assured Conway that, although 
there had been a number of continuances granted, 
forward movement on the application had been taking 
place behind the scenes. She said she was confident things 
were moving in the right direction. 

Also requesting and receiving a continuation was 
Steve Long of Borrego Solar Systems for a proposed solar 
array planned for 75 Vaughan Hill Road. 

Jeffrey Cordeiro, Jr., 296 Walnut Plain Road, came 
before the commission with a Request for Determination 
of Applicability for the construction of a gravel driveway 
and parking area. After explaining his sensitivity towards 
environmental issues and wetlands regulations due to 
his career as a member of the Army Corps of Engineers, 
a position he still holds today, he said that dead trees 


and trash left behind by the previous owners would be 
removed. Cordeiro also explained that the driveway 
and parking area within the 100-foot buffer zone would 
have a minimum amount of loam scraped away and 
reused around the property. Cordeiro received a Negative 
determination with standard conditions. 

Farinon gave her quarterly financial report that 
noted the Notice of Intent Fund stood at $31,000 - funds 
she said could be used for any activities associated with 
enforcing the Wetlands Protection Act. The stipend 
provided in the town budget was $2,014. She qualified her 
figures by saying that salaries were not part of her report. 

Farinon also reminded the commission and the 
public that the Green Communities Public Forum is 
scheduled for September 27 with presentations taking 
place at 3:00 pm and again later that evening at 7:00 pm 
at the Rochester Council on Aging. She urged the public 
to attend and learn how the program will help to identify 
ways to conserve energy in new construction and in 
some commercial structures. She said that adoption of the 
new building "Stretch Code" was an integral part of the 
program and would be on the Fall Special Town Meeting 
warrant. 

Special Town Meeting is scheduled for November 
19. 

Conway asked Farinon how it was going on 
securing applicants for vacancies on the commission. 
Farinon said the vacancies had been posted, but the search 
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continues. Anyone interest in learning more about the 
Conservation Commission vacancies may contact Farinon 
at 508-763-5421 or visit www.rochestermaconservation.

Cannabis Bylaw Advances to Town Meeting 

Marion Planning Board

One resident attended the Marion Planning 
Board's public hearing on September 17 on the proposed 
bylaw for adult recreational use of cannabis in Marion. 

The bylaw was easily recommended to Fall Town Meeting 
by the board. 

The purpose of the proposed bylaw, which has 
been extensively discussed by the Planning Board over 
the past few months, is to provide a framework for 
regulating adult use cannabis establishments within the 
Limited Industrial Zoning District. The bylaw puts forth 
definitions, general requirements, and the conditions 
for a Special Permit. The bylaws are consistent with the 
laws and regulations developed by the Massachusetts 
Cannabis Control Commission, specifically 935 CMR 
500.00. 

Planning Board member Chris Collings brought 
attention to the ability of the Town to collect fees from 
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applicants under this bylaw. Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson was consulted in drafting the language so that it 
was suitably vague to allow the Town to assess any fees 
allowed by law. Collings was satisfied, stating, "My goal 
was that there was an avenue and not to be pinned down 
... by specificity." 

Resident Henry Mauro of 19 Ichabod Lane 
suggested the Town consider charging a fee up front 
during the process rather than collecting an annual fee. 
Mauro cited the Towns of Tewksbury and Salem, which 
have assessed a $25,000 fee over four years, and other 
towns that have charged up to $100,000. 

Board member Andrew Daniel remarked that, 
with the wording in the bylaw, "If it's legal, we can do it." 
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Chairman Will Saltonstall mentioned that the 
Board of Selectmen would be charged with determining 
and imposing the fees. The board moved to place the 
proposed bylaw on the warrant at Fall Town meeting. 

In other business, town resident Sherman Briggs 
and developer Bill Curley met with the board to further 
discuss the proposed Inclusionary Housing development 
on Briggs' Spring Street property. At issue this evening 
were the setbacks required by current zoning. 

Saltonstall had spoken previously with town 
counsel who determined that the Planning Board 
cannot issue a special permit regarding dimensional 
requirements, further stating that setbacks are the 
purview of the Zoning Board of Appeals. Saltonstall 
suggested that the board has leeway with performance 
standards with construction and timing of the completion 
of the market units versus the LIP (Local Initiative 
Program) affordable housing units. 

The board felt comfortable being flexible with 
the schedule of completion and occupancy of the units, 
with Vice Chairman Steve Kokkins standing firm in the 
idea that it was only the ZBA that could provide relief on 
setbacks. 

Kokkins observed that the board needed to 
start with the original bylaw guidelines, recognizing the 
intent to keep a ratio of LIP units to market units and 
underscoring the importance of seeing that "the spirit [of 
the bylaw] is followed". 
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Board member Eileen Marum, speaking in 
support of being flexible, reminded the board that "Mr. 
Briggs is doing something ... on behalf of the town and 
providing affordable housing." 

After a lengthy discussion, Briggs spoke with 
some frustration that he had given his word to Town 
Meeting, adding "If I can't build 27 units within 10'-15' of 
the lot line instead of 20', I could do 42 units, 12 per acre." 
He mentioned that he thought the Planning Board should 
get town counsel to support the ZBA's decision if they 
were to approve reduced setbacks for the project. 

Town Planner Gil Hilario's conversation with 
Town Counsel Barbara Carboni, in which she suggested 
there be a simultaneous application process, was the 
catalyst for a discussion of a possible joint meeting of the 
two boards. 

Collings expressed support for initiating a more 
efficient process and providing evidence for the hardship 
required for a special permit to be issued for the project 
by the ZBA. Collings observed that the project was in line 
with the objectives of the Master Plan, saying, "We are 
going to need a way to do this. Co-joined meetings [to 
address] overlapping and conflicting ideas for the town 
versus the [town] bylaws." 

Saltonstall requested that Briggs and Curley draft 
a letter explaining their hardship, which, he said, would 
help with his conversation with the chair of the ZBA. 

In other matters, the board approved a letter 
drafted by Saltonstall to Building Commissioner Scott 
Shippey regarding the request by Dwight Crosby of Tri- 
Town Motors at 149 Wareham Street to add towing to his 
existing business. The board agreed that the towing was 
an accessory use to the existing permitted use. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, October 1 at 7:00 pm in the Marion 
Town House. 

Board Vouches for Missing Info 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Had Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
members not recalled some pertinent details they 
witnessed during a recent site visit at 3 Bernards Way, 
Duarte Raposa might not have walked away with his 
two variances for a shed on September 13. But luckily for 
Raposa, no continuation of his public hearing was needed, 
despite his plans omitting some important information - 
contour. 

Raposa sought two variances, one to place a shed 
in the front yard of his property and another to place it 
within 40 feet of the side property line. 

In order for the board to issue a variance, the 
applicant must satisfy the three requirements - evidence 
of hardship, unique land topography or features, and 
zero detriment to the neighborhood, and, for the board, 
he easily demonstrated two of those requirements - the 
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hardship being the location of an underground gas line, 
and no detriment to the neighborhood. That third one, 
however, Raposa said was because one section of the 
property features a steep drop-off; however, his plans did 
not reflect this feature. 

"The engineer didn't do you any favors by not 
showing any contour lines," said ZB A Chairman Richard 
Cutler. 

Still, other members who attended the on-site 
visit recalled that steep drop-off and said they could 
vouch for Raposa. 

"I'm familiar with that area ... and the challenges 
in that area," said ZB A member David Arancio. 

The board pointed out, for Raposa and for the 
good of all Rochester residents, that a feature such as 
contour should be marked on a construction plan when 
coming before a town board for a permit or variance. 

"If you go for a variance, you really need to have 
some topography," stated ZB A member Kirby Gilmore. 

"They should've shown the gas line going 
through there, too," said Cutler. 

Raposa's was the only item on the agenda for that 

night. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for September 27 at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 
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School Committee Members Demand Pay, 
Respect 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

For Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
member James Muse, being on the school committee is an 
important job that should be respected and recognized; 
therefore, an annual stipend should be given as a symbolic 
gesture of that recognition. 

Muse, who is also on the Mattapoisett School 
Committee, advocated hard in favor of financial 
compensation as an elected official on September 12, 
saying he's no ordinary "volunteer" - "and this is not a 
charity." 

After listening to Mattapoisett Town Meeting 
debate over school committee stipends. Muse felt 
disrespected by some of the negative comments he heard. 

"We, as a group, are elected officials," said 
Muse. "This is not a small job. This is an enormous 
responsibility." 

Throughout his diatribe Muse referred to 
this community's lack of appreciation for school 
committee members, and pointed out that several other 
municipalities provide their school committees with 
stipends. Muse said even a "nominal" stipend of $100 
would be enough to demonstrate an appreciation for the 
work the committee does - it's the message that counts, he 
said. 
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"We should stand up and say we are an 
important committee," Muse stated. "We supervise this 
administration; we evaluate this administration; we set 
budgets; we negotiate contracts - this is not small and it 
should be recognized." 

But not all school committee members agreed 
with Muse, and ORR Student Advisory Council 
member Alexander Wurl tested out his diplomacy skills 
addressing the notion. 

"So, if you're dedicated to helping the school 
community and helping ... the school, wouldn't you 
rather the money to go to help the school community and 
go to the education budget rather than going to yourself?" 
Wurl asked Muse. 
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"It's not to go to myself," said Muse. "What I'm 
proposing is the recognition for what's happening, and 
what's happening is we don't have recognition...." Muse 
added that he believes a stipend would not affect the ORR 
budget. 

Muse further defended his stance: "The people 
that are on this committee do this for the general good," 
continued Muse. "This is not a charity. This is different... 
this is a public elected official here." 

School Committee member Michelle Smith said in 
agreement with Muse, "Our selectmen get paid: they get 
a stipend; our tree warden gets paid - not to put down his 
job, but I don't think [the tree warden] sits and puts the 
time in as we put in the dedication and the decisions that 
we make here that the tree warden in Marion does." 

"I'm suggesting that this is a change that can 
set that forward and we can be treated as an integral, 
an equal integral, part of this community because we're 
at the top of the pyramid and we're not equal and that 
statement makes a difference," said Muse. 

Wurl took a different point of view, saying, "I 
sort of see it as almost hypocritical because you guys 
[are working for] the benefit of the school in general, 
but by removing money from the budget, it would be 
counterintuitive and it wouldn't help the school as much 
as it could. And I'm also an elected official, I was elected 
by my peers ... but we're not asking for monetary value 
because we do it to help the students." 

Wurl asked Muse if the compensation could be 
non-monetary in nature and Muse told him no. 

"This stipend ... won't pay for the money I spend 
in gas for the probably thousands of meetings I've gone to 
and continue to go to," said Muse, "and I go out of town 
on committees that are part of the district that are out of 
town that I have to go to... 

"I'm not complaining about it," continued Muse. 
"I love what I'm doing, and I believe that I'm making a 
difference. I'm saying that that should be recognized as 
something that's important. ... And I'll tell you, it is not 
hypocritical." 

School committee member Deborah Dyson 
said she would feel uncomfortable accepting a stipend. 
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adding, "I would feel uncomfortable for the hours of other 
people that volunteer for the ORR district and spend more 
time than I do as a school committee member." 

Committee member Stefan Gabriel also opposed 
the notion of a stipend. 

"We are, in fact, volunteers," said Gabriel. "And 
this is what we do regardless of whether [a stipend] is 
there." Gabriel said insisting on a stipend would send a 
negative message to the constituents, such as, 'Oh they're 
already in, now they're just trying to give themselves a 
little something for being there.'" 

Muse insisted, "I'm not a volunteer here: I am an 
elected official - a critical part of this entire structure of 
this district and I think that it should be recognized." 

School committee member Joe Pires agreed with 
Muse, saying, "It's a matter of principle." 

For Pires, he found that people have told him 
to have his head checked for wanting to run for school 
committee. 

"It's not the dollar amount: it's the principle," said 
Pires. He could choose to put his work and his family first, 
instead of sitting on the committee, he added. 

School committee member Paul Goulet said he 
wasn't opposed to a stipend, but suggested tabling the 
discussion for now, while Assistant Superintendent Elise 
Frangos, speaking as a Marion taxpayer, questioned a 
possible conflict of interest. 

"I do wonder, would [Business Administrator 
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Patrick Spencer] be signing off on a check for you, and is 
that an ethical challenge for him if you, in fact, supervise 
him and the superintendent?" 

Muse doesn't think so, he said, but Frangos 
suggested vetting the idea with town counsel. 

Committee Chairman Carey Humphrey wasn't 
prepared to vote that evening, suggesting research and 
time for each member to think about it. 

"It's a fairly controversial thing," said Humphrey. 
"We probably need to spend more time on it." 

The topic will appear on the agenda of the next 
meeting. 

In other business, the committee approved a 25- 
cent increase to the school lunch at ORR, which will go 
from $3 to $3.25 beginning January 1, 2019. 

The committee also approved a revision to the 
program of studies by adding a capella as an honors 
course. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee will be October 24 at 6:30 pm in the 
ORR Junior High School media room.

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Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts 
Historical 
Commission. 

Due to the limits 
of funding, not 
all of the historic 
buildings were 
surveyed, but 
over 100 were 
catalogued and 
photographed. 

The results of the 
survey are in digital form on the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission's website and in four binders in the Sippican 
Historical Society's office (and at the Marion Town Clerk's 
office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture. 

This installment features 319 Delano Road. The 
home at 319 Delano Road (Shore Farm) was built c. mid- 
18th century for Stephen Delano, whose extensive salt 
works along the Weweantic River on the north side of 
Delano Road were some of the first built in Marion. This 
typical Cape Cod house was owned by I. Delano in 1855. 
By 1879, Polly Delano lived here. By 1903, Capt. Charles C. 
Delano owned this home, remaining there until his death 
on April 18,1916. Capt. Amos Delano, a member of the 
Marion Board of Selectmen, lived here until at least the 
mid-1920s.

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Hot Stuff

Fahrenheit 11/9 . A documentary by Michael Moore. 
Running time: 127 minutes. MPAA rating: R. In theaters 
now. 

Michael Moore's Fahrenheit 11/9 is a sloppy but 
affecting essay about American crisis. Like all of his 
movies, it's not only about what it seems to be about — 
Bowling for Columbine, for instance, wasn't only about 
guns, Sicko wasn't only about the health-care system, 
and God knows Fahrenheit 11/9 isn't only about Donald 
Trump. In fact. I'd guess there are fewer minutes of 
Trump footage in the movie than there are of, say, the 
furiously eloquent Parkland shooting survivor Emma 
Gonzalez, or the fresh, charismatic Congressional 
candidate Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez, or the fiery West 
Virginia State Senator Robert Ojeda. This is no accident 
— Moore is saying that these are the kinds of people we'd 
better listen to. They may be left but they're nowhere near 
establishment Democrat. 

Perhaps understandably — after his 2016 concert 
film Michael Moore in Trumpland whiffed in its attempt 
to shake America's 100 million non-voters out of their 
indifference — Moore isn't feeling very comedic these 
days. Fahrenheit 11/9 is the least funny movie he has ever 
made, and I've seen Canadian Bacon. The mood here is 
sickened and uncomprehending — "How the f— did we 
get here?" Moore asks at the top of the film. He still makes 
his jokes, pulls his stunts (like one involving a truck full of 
poisoned Flint, Michigan water), but ultimately the goal 
seems to be to give us the creeps. (A weird montage of 
Trump acting skeevy towards his daughter goes on a little 
longer than it needs to.) At times the movie gets rather 
doomy and macabre, reflecting the current American 
mood. 

Sometimes the film seems like Moore's debate 
with Trump; he answers "Make America great again" 
with "When was America ever great?" It's great for 
some people, for sure. Maybe not so great for people of 
color, or women, or its original people, or the otherwise 
marginalized. A historian in the film corrects Moore's 
"200 years of democracy" — two hundred years of 
democracy for white males, sure. How about zero 
years of democracy? Rule by the people? We're still 
not quite there yet. But Moore isn't all that interested 



in being inflammatory this time, which is why I don't 
think Fahrenheit 11/9 will make the splash that his peak- 
popularity films did — Bowling, Fahrenheit 9/11, and 
Sicko. Moore seems to know this, and to know he and 
documentaries are on the way out. They can't change the 
world any more; a tweet or a Facebook post can. 

After an opening act that points scorn at the big 
orange target, Moore spends what feels like a quarter of 
the film on the water crisis in Flint. He talks to whistle¬ 
blowers, families, doctors; not coincidentally, many are 
people of color, and Moore characterizes the poisoning of 
Flint's water as "a slow-motion ethnic cleansing." Then 
he goes to West Virginia, where he visits with teachers 
who are going on strike. Then he sits down with some 
Parkland kids, including David Hogg. It seems like the 
first hour of Fahrenheit 11/9 is darkness, and the second 
half is light, represented by the growing number of young 
political hopefuls, and kids sick of growing up in a post- 
Columbine reality of shooter drills in their schools. These 
kids, Moore suggests, can save us and rescue America's 
true destiny as a "leftist nation." 

So the movie feels like a loose anthology on the 
theme of American decline and, perhaps, rise, if enough 
people want it. I'm a Moore booster but thought Fahrenheit 
9/11 was a bit too much of a glib slam-dunk on George W. 
Bush. It felt like agitprop after the wounded, searching 
quality of Bowling for Columbine. But Fahrenheit 11/9 is 
something else, something deeper and oddly personal. It's 
as if Moore made the movie in order to convince himself 
and the like-minded not to eat a gun. Moore rejects 
bromidic words like "hope" (and boy, does Obama come 
in for a withering pan of his drinking-Flint-water stunt), 
but he likes words like action and revolution and together. 
He wants to see this divided, hemorrhaging country 
united. But he doesn't know how to do it, and he wonders 
if a new generation might. By the end. Trump almost 
seems beside the point. The country that produced him is 
the bigger fish to fry.

The Sippican Historical Society and supporters 
are providing funding to restore the exterior of the 
building and to renovate the building's structural support 
and electrical system. The restoration project will be 
managed by members of the Sippican Historical Society's 
General Store Committee: Jack Cheney, Whitney Cheney 
Wynne, Amy Cheney Spirito, Frank McNamee, Judy 
Rosbe, Charlie Larkin, David Croll, and Hans Ziegler. 

A Historic Preservation Restriction will be placed 
in the deed to protect the exterior of the building. There 
will be a right of first refusal granted to the Sippican 
Historical Society if the General Store is ever sold. These 
restrictions will ensure the exterior of the building will 
always remain the same. This agreement will ensure that 
this significant historical building will be preserved in 
perpetuity. 

The General Store was originally built in 1794 as 
a Congregational Meeting House. It subsequently became 
the Village focus for spiritual, commercial, and social life 
in Marion.
